Lo Hau, Lo Kak, and Lo Ngau, 70 years of 
ago (fathor of the two first named), were charged 
with killing one Tso Shing, a sub-marine miner 
attached to tho Royal Ariillory.

Mr. E. H. Sherp, K.C.,, - barrister-at-law

of the Attorney-General. Ho stated that on 4th. 
Juno the three prisoners met the do. eased in the 
street; and tho first prisoner, who was.'tho 
kveper of an opinm-divan, asked bim for somo 
money which he owed; This ted to.o quarrel 
aud_an asyoult upon the deceased by tho first 
prisoner, The other two prisoners joined in 
and apparently ~ considerably violence. was 
uscd; Decoased was knocked down, kicked, 
and struck with, billets of wood. A orowd 
asaowbled, end when the three prisoners 
guw the mam: was injured they ran away. 
Phe injared man went into on opiun. 
divun ‘sud shortly afterwards the polico’ 
were called jn. He was-then taken to hospital, 
where Dr, Bell.found him to be suffering from 
oruptaced sploon, From information received 
the prisouers Were arrested. Two doya later 


the injured man succumbed after having nade 


a dying deposition and idontitied the three 
prisoners. ; . 
Bvidenco was called. 
When asked if he bad any statement to make, 
Lo Hau pleaded that when heasked tho decuaned 
man for {he money he owed, he assaulted him, 
and they both fell 1o the ground. Ho did not 
strike the deceased, and the lotter might bave 


‘4pjared hingself. in falling. Lo Ngan, the old 


man, stated that ho did not take purt in the 
fight; ho was tho old.’ 

Tho jury found the first and third prisoners 
—Lo Haw and Lo N gau-~guilty aa libelld, and

Albort Edward Soull, groom to Br. G. C. C. 
Master, was tho first witness called. Ho said 
that on the eftornoon of the 9th inst. he sawa 
gharry atap nesr the golf-house at Huppy Val- 
Joy ; looking again. he observed a pony attached 
to the gharry lying on the ground, The harness 
aves takenr-oif tho animal by some Chinesa and 
tho carriage pushed back. Tbe pony seomed to 
bo in a very bad slate whon witness got to the 
place, and blood and froth wore oumiug from his 
mouth. Severnt mafoos were present, aud were 
trying to lever up the pony with barnboos 
-pineed undor its body. One mau was beating 
jtover the lead with e rope’ end, ond others 
wore hanling on, a rope fastened round its body. 
Alter a time port of a sling was fetched. Tbia 
was Hxed round the pony's middle, . ond the’ 
tminal waa then hauled off the ground by ropes 
thrown over 4 tyoe-branch ; when in this position,

“ROHILLA MARU” IN 
COLLISION. 

The folowing is takon from the Manila 
Cablenews of the 13th inst, ; 

The Rohilla Maru. vollided with the Quartor- 
tiaater Collier-No:8 yestorday morning just as 
she was starting on her trip to Hongkong. It 
was with disastrous results to herself, as she had 
a hole torn in her bow, near the forecastlo, about 
three feet-long and two feot wide. The bowsprit 
of the collier was torn off, and the lattor vessel 
damaged to o greater or loss oxtont. 
According to au eye-witness of thu. accident, 


», [the Rohilla Maru was coming around the lower 
‘lend of the U.S.A-T. Logan ot about the same 


time that the launch Saint Louis was towing 
collier No. 3 out fromthe back of the breakwater. 
It appoars thot the captain of the Kohkilla Mare 
did not see that the lunch had the collier in 
tow until it was too late to avoid a collision, 
As soon as the collier was aoen to be in'tow, the 
Rohilla Marit reversed her engines and began 
to ‘back, but the tow-line of tho collier having 
been, cast off the launch, she kept under way of 
her own impetns and before the Roltilla. Mare 
could back far enough out the way, the collier 
ron’ squarely. into her bow, tearing: a large, 
jogged hole in the boat high above tho water 
line and otherwise doing some damage, 

Captain Bishop olaims that whua ho started 
around the atern of the Logan ha gaye the 
necessary whistles and that ho did not see the | 
tow-line or the collier, but supposed that all was 
safe, us the Saint Lours was far enough aheat 
for him to continuo on his way. Just as he got 
clear from under the Logan he saw the collier’ 
and immediately gave an ordor to reverse the 
engincs, which was done. Ho thon. said that 
he began backing up, but thst he was afraid 
to back too fast or too fur for fear of backing 
into the Logan. In the meanwhile thé collier 
came ahead at a lively rate of speed and orashed 
into bis bow before he could get ont of her way,

Tho Customs 
anthorities ruled that ho must be excluded 
because he did not cama undor the provisions 
of the Act of Congress, which permits entrance 
here 10 persons under contract who ore /profes- 
sional actorn, artists, lecturers, siogers, miaisters 
of uny réligious denominations, professora for 
colloges or sominarics, persgns belonging te any 
recognised learnod “profession, or = persoun 
employed as personal or domostio. servants. 
Sovtion 2 of the Act of Congress approved 
March 3, 1903, provides that cortain classes of 


class shall be excladed from admission into the |: 


United Status, Among those classes are aliens 
imported to perform labour or service of any. 
kind, skilled or uoskilled, in the United States. 

Seotion 4 of the above Act roads. as follows : 
“Seo, 4. Thot it sball bo unlawfal for any 
person,-company, partuership or corporation, in 
any mannor whatsowver, to prepay the tran- 
sportation or in any way (o nssist or encourage 
the importation or migrition of any alien inte 
the United States iu pursunnce of any offer, 


‘solicitation, promite, or agrcemont, parole or 


special, expressed or implied, made previous to 
tho importation of sach ation to perform Jabour 
or service of any kind skilled or unskilled, in 
the United States." 

Rection 33 of the same Act rexds as follows: 
“Geo, 88. That for tho purposes of this Act 
the words * United States'as usad in’ the title 
as wall a3 in the varions sections of this Aot 
shall be constructed 10 moan the United States 
and any watera, territory, or other place aow 
sndject to the jurisdiction thereof.” 

Alltbis isia accordunce with the letter of 
the law. But the decision says in conolnsion: 
“ Tint no evidence has beon presented to show 
that labour of a ike kind unemployed cannot ba 
procured in this country.” It the Chartered 
Bank failed to produce evidenos to prove this Inst 
etatoment, it has made.o wouk showing. [t would 
bo an oasy matter to prove. Expert accountants, 
men trained to tho books of banks, are not found . 
unemployed in the Philippines, if they are 
otherwise worthy of positions, This ‘should 
have been the loophole through which the 
Customs should have admitted Allon. Ho is 
needed here to do the day's work; the Chartered 
Bank, a reputable. concern, wants hin, and they
